"Died in South Dartmouth, MUSH., Mil in- 


slant, LiLMit. Colonel Juntos Burton." 


Thus read a notice in the column of 


"Deaths" published in the New bed- 
ford papers of Monday last.—Col. liar- 
ton was for upwards of twenty years a 
a resident of our city,and is kindly re-, 
memhered berft- at the present time. 
He was born ill Warren. It. I., and 
when of snOieient age ho wynt to Now 
Bedford, where he learned the trade of 
a blacksmith, of the late James Dnr- 
fee. Soon after becoming of age he 
married a Newport lady, although at 
that time residing in New Bedford, fie 
Ihbn came here and started in business, 
and being a master of his trade he soon 
had all he could attend to. While here 
he became interesti'd in military mat- 
ters, and was admitted as a member of 
the Newport Artillery, in the troublous 
times of 1842, joining July 1st. 
He 


was elected Fourth Sergeant, April 
30th, 1844—Third Serg't, April 29th, 
1844—Second Serg't, April 27th, 1S47— 
First Serg't, from Aug. 3d,1847,to ,Iun« 
21st, 1848, when ho was elected to the 
Captaincy, which he held to 1858. 
He 


afterward removed 
to New Bedford, 


"when ho became an active member 
of the New Bedford City Guards. In 
18(11 the President's firstcall for volun- 
teers found him holding the first lieu- 
tenancy in that honored corps. 
With 


the City Guards, then Co. K. of tlio 
Third Regiment, M. V. M., Lieut. Bar- 
ton was one of the tirst to go to the 
front and served his term of service 
with distinction. Later as lieutenant 
colonel of the Third Massachusetts Vol- 
unteers, he again entered the service of 
his country, and 
faithfully engaged 


with his regiment in all its vicissitudes 
of march, bivouac and battle. 
After 


the close of the war Col. Barton joined 
William Logan Hodman Post, No. 1., 
G. A. R., and retained his membership 
until his death. A good man, a brave 
soldier, a faithful husband, a loving 
and honoicd father has passed to the 
peace of Paradise." On Thursday, his 
funeral took place from Grace church 
New Bedford, from whence reverently 
guarded by his veteran comrades his 
lifeless body was borne to the grave. 
But the previous memory of his honor, 
his patriotism and his devotion to duty 
will long abide in the hearts of all who 
knew him." 
He leaves a widow, with 


a son, (Col. Theodore A. Barton, of 
(iov. Wetmore's Staff,)and dauehter.by 
his first wife to mourn his loss.

As the trims, bars, ote, wero in a 
perpendicular posture, it is conjectured 
Ity some that it had a natural tondeney 
to produce the awful catastrophe. The 
first appearance, whieh the lluid made 
upon the house, was at. the- upper ex- 
tremity of the two rafters next tho 
chimney. Here it divided itself, and 
the largest division followed the eastern 
rafter into a post, from which it was 
diverted by two guns, which stood in a 
corner of said chamber and whieh re- 
ceived considerable damage:

the chamber, upon a ground Hoor near 
the lire place, stood the deceased, with 
his face towards the east, 
lit this pos- 


ture he received the heavenly flame,. 
fell (Mi his faee, and expired in an in- 
stant. The several mazes of the light- 
ning or igneous fluid are not yet fully 
discovered; but the above imperfect de- 
scription may serve to remind us of the 
divine caution, "Be ye alsu ready.'.'
